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Speech 


AT WASHINGTON CITY. OX Till; (Jl'ATliNMAJ., 
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I rise, gentlemen, to propose to you 


the name of that great man, in com- 
memoration of whose birth, and in hon- 
or of whose character and services, we 
have here assembled. 


I am sure that I express a senti- 


ment common to every one present 
when I say, t h a t there is something 
more than ordinarily solemn and affect- 
ing in this occasion. 


We are met to testify our regard for 


him, whose name is intimately blended 
with whatever belongs most essential- 
ly to the prosperity, the liberty, the 
free institutions, and the renown of our 
country. 
That name was of power to 


rally a nation, in the hour of t h i c k - 
thronging public disasters and calami- 
ties; that name shone, amid the storm 
of war, a beacon light, to cheer and 
guide the country's friends ; its flame, 
too, like a meteor, to repel her foes.— 
That name, in the days of peace, was a 
loadstone, attracting to itself a whole 
people's confidence, a whole people's 
love, and the whole world's respect; 
that name, descending with all time, 
•pread over the whole earth, and utter- 
ed in all the languages belonging to the 
tribes and races of men, will forever be 
pronounced with affectionate gratitude 
by every one in whose breast there shall 
arise an aspiration for human rights 
and human liberty. 


W"e perform this grateful duty, gen- 


tlemen, at the expiration of a hundred 
years from his birth, near the place so 
cherished and beloved by him, where 
his dust now reposes, and in the capital 
which bears his own immortal name. 


All experience evinces, that human 


sentiments are strongly affected by as- 
sociations. 
The recurrence of anni- 


versaries, or longer periods of time, 
naturally freshens the recollection, and 
deepens the impression of events with 
which they are historically connected. 
Renowned places, also, have a power to 
awaken feeling, which all acknowledge. 
No American can pass by the fields of 
Bunker Hill. Monmouth, or Camden, 
as if they were ordinary spots on the 
earth's surface. 
Whoever visits them, 


feels the sentiment of love of country 
kindling anew, as if the spirit that be- 
longed to the transactions which have 
rendered these places distinguished 
still hovered around, with power to 
move and excite all who in future time 
may approach them. 


But neither of these sources of emo- 


tion equals the power with which great 
moral examples affect the mind. When 
sublime virtues cease to be abstractions, 
when they become embodied in human 
character, and exemplified in human 
conduct, we should be false to our own 
nature, if we did not indulge in the 
spontaneous effusions of our gratitude 
and our admiration. 
A true lover of 


the virtue of patriotism delights to con- 
template its purest models; and that 
love of country may be well suspected 
which affects to soar so high into the 
regions of sentiment as to be lost and 
absorbed in the abstract feeling, and 
becomes loo elevated, or too refined, to 
glow either with power in the com- 
mendation or the love of individual be 
nefactors. 
All this is immaterial. 
It 


is as if one should be so enthusiastic a 
lover of poetry as to care nothing for 
Homer or Milton ; so passionately at- 
tached to eloquence as to be indifferent 
to Tully and Chatham ; or such a devo- 
tee to the arts, in such an ecstacy with 
the elements of beauty, proportion, and 
expression, as to regard the master 
pieces of Raphael and Michael Angelo 
with coldness or contempt. 
We may- 


be assured, gentlemen, that he who 
really loves the thing itself, loves iis fi- 
nest exhibitions. 
A true friend of his ] 


country loves her friends and benefac- 
tors, and thinks it no degradation to 
commend and commemorate them.— 
The voluntary outpouring of the public 
feeling, made to-day, from ;he Norlb 
to she South, and from the Hasl lo the 
Wesl, proves this sentiment to be both 
just and natural. In the cities and in 
the villages, in She public temples and 
in the family circles, among all ages 
and sexes, gladdened voice*-, lo-day. be- 
speak graicful hearts, and a freshened 
reeolleciion of the virtues of the Fath- 
er of his Country. 
And it will be so, 


in a33 time lo come, so long as public 
virtue is itself an object of regard — 
The ingenuous youth of Arner'cj will 
hold up lo themselves the bright rnodt-1 
of Washington's ex<irjiple, <ind study io 
be what they behold ; ihey willconlem- 
plale his character till all its virtues 
spread out and di<-pLy themselves to 
their delighted vision, as the eailie^t 
astronomer s, 5be &hepluvds on the 
plains of Babylon, JT ized at the stars 
till ibey saw ihem form into clusters 
and constellations, overpowering at 
length ihe eves of the beholders wi:h 
the united blaze of a thousand lights 


Gentlemen, we are at the point cf a 


ccnmry from the birth of Washington; 
and what a cr—w u has been ! Du- 
ring its coun 
human mind has 


seemed to proceed with a sort of geo- 
metric velocity, accomplishing more 
than had been done in fives or tens ol 
centuries 
precedin-;. 
Washington 


stands at the commencement of a new 
era. as well as at the head of the Ne\v^ 
World. 
A century from the bir'.h of 


Washington has changed the world. — 
The c o u n t r y of Washington has been 
the theatre on which a great part of 
that change has been wrought; and 
Washington himself a principal agent 
by which it has been accomplished. 
His age and his country are equally 
full of wonders; arid of both he is the 
chief. 


If the prediction of the p.oet, uttered 


a few years before his birth, be t i u e ; if 
indeed it be designed by Providence 
that the proudest exhibition of h u m a n 
character and h u m a n affairs shall be 
made on this theatre of the Western 
world ; if it be true that 


"The four first acts already past, 
"A fifth shall close the drama with the day ; 
"Time's noblest offspring is the last" — 


how could this imposing, swelling, fi- 
nal scene be appropriately opened ; how 
could its intense interest be adequately 
sustained, but by the introduction of 
just such a character as our Washing- 
ton ? 


Washington had attained his man- 


hood when that spark of liberty was 
struck out in his own country, which 
has since kindled into a flame, and shot 
its beams over the earth. In the flow 
of a century from his birth, the world 
has changed in science, in arts, in the 
extent of commerce, in the improve- 
ment of navigation, and in all that re- 
lates to the civilization of man. 
But it 


is the spirit of human freedom, the new- 
elevation of individual man, in his mor- 
al, social, and political character, lead- 
ing the whole long train of other im- 
provements. which has most remarka- 
bly distinguished the era. 
Society, in 


this century, has not made its progress, 
like Chinese skill, by a greater acute- 
ness of ingenuity in trifles; it has not 
merely lashed -itself to an increased 
speed round the old circles of thought 
and action; but it has assumed a new- 
character, it has raised itself from be- 
neath Governments to a participation in 
Governments; it has mixed moral and 
political objects with the daily pursuits 
of individual men, and, with a freedom 
and strength 
before altogether un- 


known, it has applied to these objects 
the whole power of the h u m a n under- 
standing. 
It has been the era, in short, 


when the social principle has triumph- 
ed over the feudal principle; when so- 
ciety has maintained its rights against 
military power, and established, in 
foundations never hereafter to be sha- 
ken, its competency to govern itself. 


It was the extraordinary fortune of 


Washington, that, having been entrust 
ed in Revolutionary times with the su- 
preme military command, and having 
fulfilled that trust with equal renown 
for wisdom and for valor, he should be 
placed at the head of the first govern- 
ment in which an attempt was to be 
made, on a large scale, to rear the fab- 
ric of social order on the basis of a 
written constitution, and of a pure rep- 
resentative principle. 
A Government 


was to be established, without a throne, 
without an aristocracy, without castes, 
orders, or privileges; and this Govern- 
ment, instead of being a democracy, ex- 
isting and acting within the walls of a 
single city, was to be extended over a 
vast country, of different climates, inter- 
ests, and habits, and of various sects 
and sentiments of the Christian reli- 
gion. The experiment certainly was 
entirely new. 
A popular Government, 


of this extent, it was evident, could be 
framed only by carrying into full effect 
the principle of representation, or of 
delegated power; and the world was to 
see whether society could, by the 
strength of this principle, maintain its 
own peace and good government, carry 
forward "us own great interests, and 
conduct itself to political renown and 
glory. 
By the benignity of Provi- 


dence, this experiment, M; full of inter- 
est to us and to our posterity forever, 
so fuH of interest to the world, in its 
presciil generation, and in a33 iis gene- 
rations lo come. was suffered to com- , 
mence under ihe guidance of Washing- 
:

At the period of the birth of Wash- 


ington, there existed in Europe no po- 
litical liberty, in large communities, 
except the Provinces of Holland, and 
except that England herself had set a 
great example, so far as it went, by her 
glorious Revolution of 1688. 
Every 


where else, despotic power was pre- 
dominant, and the feudal or military 
principle held the mass of mankind in 
hopeless bondage. 
One half of Eu- 


rope was crushed beneath the Bourbon 
sceptre, and no exception of political 
liberty, no hope even of religious toler- 
ation, existed among that Nation which 
was America's first ally. 
The King 


was ihe State, the King was the coun- 
try, the King was all. There was one 
King, w i t h power not derived from his 
People, and loo high to be questioned ; 
and the rest were al! subjects, with no 
political right, but obedience—All a- 
bove was intangible power, all below 
quiet subjection. 
A recent occurrence 


in the French Chambers shows us how 
human sentiments on these subjects 
have changed. 
A Minister had spo- 


ken of the '.'King's subjects." 
"There 


are no subjects," exclaimed hundreds oi 
voices, ''in a country where the People 
make the King." 


Gentlemen, the spirit of human lib- 


erty and of free government, nurtured 
and grown into strength and beauty in 
America, has stretched its course into 
the midst of the Nations. 
Like an e- 


manation from Heaven, it has gone 
forth and will not return void. 
it 


must change, it is fast changing the 
face of the earth. 
Our great, our high 


duty.is to show.in our own example,that 
this spirit is a spirit of health, as well 
as a spirit of power; that its benignity 
is as great as its strength ; that its effi- 
ciency to secure individual rights, so- 
cial relations, and moral order, is equal 
to the irresistible force, with which it 
prostrates principalities and powers.— 
The world, at this moment, is regard- 
ing us with a willing, but something of 
a fearful admiration. 
Its deep and aw- 


ful anxiety is to learn whether free 
States may be stable, as well as free; 
whether popular power may be trusted, 
as well as feared 
In short,* whether 


wise, regular, and virtuous self-govern- 
ment, is a vision, for the contemplation 
of theorists ; or a t r u t h , established, il- 
lustrated, and brought into practice, in 
the country of Washington. 


Gentlemen, for the eai th which we 


inhabit, and the whole circle oi the sun 
—for all the unborn races of mankind, 
we seem to hold in our hands, for their 
weal or woe, the fate of this experi- 
ment. 
If we fail, who shall venture 


the repetition ? 
If our example shall 


prove to be one, not of encouragement, 
but of terror—not fit to be imitated, 
but fit only to be shunned, where else 
shall the world look for free models ? 
If this great IVesltrn Sun be struck out 
of the firmarient. at \\ hat other fountain 
shall the Lamp of Liberty hereafter be 
lighted ? What other orb shall emit a 
ray, to glimmer even, on the darkness 
of the world ? 


Gentlemen, there is no danger of our 


overrating or overstating the important 
part which we are now acting, in hu- 
man affairs. 
It should not Hatter our 


personal self-respect, but it should rean- 
imate our patriotic virtues, and inspire 
us with a deeper and more solemn sense 
both of our privileges and our duties.— 
We cannot wish better for our country, 
nor for the world, than that the same 
spirit which influenced Washington 
may influence all who succeed him ; and 
that that same blessing from above 
which attended his efforts may also at- 
tend theirs- 


The principles of Washington's Ad- 


ministration are not left doubtful-— 
They are to be found in the Constitu- 
tion iiself—in ihe great measures re- 
commended and approved by him—in 
his speeches to Congress, and in that 
most interesting paper, his Farewell 
Address to the People of the U. States. ; 
The success of the Government under 
his Administration is the highest proof1 
ol ihe soundness of their principles.-— , 
And, after an expejience of thirty five j 
}ears, what is ihere which an enemy i

ism. .His lo\e of glory, so far as that 


may be supposed to haveinfluenced him 
at all, spurned every thing short of gen- 
eral approbation. It would have been 
nothing to him, that his partisans or 
his favorites outnumbered, or outvoted, 
or outrmuuiged, those of other leaders. 
He had no favorites—he rejected all 
partisanship, and acting honestly for 
the universal good, he deserved, what 
he has so richly enjoyed, the universal 
love. 


His principle it was, to act right, and 


to trust the People for support; his 
principle it was not, to follow the lead 
of sinister and selfish ends, and to rely 
on the little arts of party delusion to 
obtain public sanction for such a course 
Born for his country, and for the world, 
he did not give up to party what was 
meant for mankind. The consequence 
is, that his fame is as durable as his 
principles, as lasting as truth and vir- 
tue themselves. While hundreds whom 
parly excitement, and temporary cir- 
cumstances, and casual combinations, 
have raised into transient notoriety,sink 
again, like their bubbles, bursting and 
dissolving into the great ocean, Wash- 
ington's fame is like the rock, which 
bounds that ocean, and at whose feet its 
billows are destined to break harmless- 
ly forever. 


The maxims upon which Washing- 


ton conducted our 
foreign relations 


were few and simple. The first was. 
an entire and indisputable impartiality 
towards foreign States 
lie adhered 


to this rule of public conduct, against 
very strong inducements to depart from 
it, and when the popularity of the mo- 
ment seemed to favor such a departure. 
In the next pKice, he maintained true 
dignity, and u n m i l l i e d honor, in all com- 
munications w i t h foreign States. 
It 


was among the hiirh duties devolved 
upon him, to introduce our new Gov- 
ernment into the circle of civilized 
States, and powerful nations. 
Not ar- 


rogant or assuming, with no unbeco- 
ming or supercilious bearing, he yet ex- 
acted for it. from all others, entire and 
punctilious respect. He demanded, and 
he obtained at once, a standing of per- 
fect equality for bis country, in the so- 
ciety of nations ; nor was there a prince 
or potentate of his day, whose personal 
character carried with it, into the inter- 
course with other States, a greater de- 
gree of respect and veneration. 


He regarded other nations only, as 


they stood in natural relations to us.— 
With their internal affairs, their politi- 
cal parties and dissensions, he scrupul- 
ously abstained, from all interference; 
and, on the other hand, he spiritedly re- 
pelled all such interference by others 
with us or our concerns. 
His sternest 


rebuke, the most indignant measure of 
his whole Administration, was aimed 
against such an attempted interference. 
He felt it, as an attempt to wound the 
national honor, and resented it accord- 
ingly. 


The reiterated admonitions in his 


Farewell Address, shoxv his deep fears, 
that foreign influence would insinuate 
itself into our councils, through the 
channels of domestic dissension,and ob- 
tain a sympathy with our own tempo- 
rary parties. 
Against all such dan- 


gers, he most earnestly entreats the 
country to guard itself. 
He appeals to 


its patriotism, lo ns respect, lo its own 
honor, lo every consideration connect- 
ed wiih its welfare and happiness, to re- 
sist, at the very beginning, all tenden- 
cies toward such connection of foreign 
interests, wiih our own affairs. 
Wiih 


a tone of earnestness no where else 
found, even in his last affectionate fare- 
well advice to his countrymen, he says 
—"Against ihe insidious wiles of for- 
eign influence.(I conjure you lo believe 
me, fe!iow-citiz«:us,) the jealousy of a 
free people out;ht lo be conslnnllij a- 
wake; since history and 
experience 


prove thai foreign influence is one of ihe 
most baneful foes of republican govern- 
ment." 


Lastly on the subject of foreign rela- 


tions, Washington never forgot that we 
had interests peculiar lo ourselves — 
The primary political concerns of Eu- 
rope, he saw, did not affect us. 
We j 


bad nothing lo do with her balance of] 
power, her family compeers, or 3i«*r suc- 
cessions t<» Jhnrics. 
We were jjLited 


in a condition £r-orable to neutrality, 
during Kuropeau wars, and lo ;ht en- 
joyment -of all the great advantages of 
thdt relation. "Why, then," he asks 
us, "'>vby forego the. advantages of so 
peculiar a situation ? Why quit our 
own i« stand upon foreign ground 'i— 
Why, by interweaving our destiny with 
ihatofony p;irlt»f Europe, entangle our 
pe<ice ami prosperity in the toils of F.u 
ropean dwbi'.ion, nvdlvbip, inteiest, hu- 
mor, or caprice ?" 


Indeed, gentlemen, Washington's 


Farewell Address is full of truths, im- 
portant at till times, and pailicul«irly de- i 
serving coussdejMiion al "he present.—• 
With a s*i^,irhy v.liuh bi-ou^iH the fu 
lure before him ; lie J>«jw <ind pointed ' 
out the dangers jh.it e%en at this mo- 
ment most imixisn'jiily threaten i»>

hardly kivnv how a yie^'er f,i\or of 
thdi kind could no-.s I>e <!ojie to the 


diffusion of ihdi .jdn.irdbie p«iper, and 
an earnest inviution to every man io j 


the country to reperuse and consider it- 
Its political maxims are invaluable; its 
exhortation to love of country and to 
brotherly 
affection 
among citizens, 


touching; & the solemnity with which 
it urges the observance of moral duties, 
and impresses the power of religious 
obligation, gives io it the highest char- 
acter of truly disinterested, sincere, pa- 
rental advice. 


The domestic policy of Washington 


found its polestar in the avowed objects 
of the constitution itself. 
He sought 


so to administer that constitution, as to 
form a more perfect union, establish 
justice, ensure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defence, pro- 
mote the general welfare, and secure 
the blessings of liberty. These were 
objects, interesting, in the highest de- 
gree, to the whole country, and his pol- 
icy embraced the whole country. 


Among his earliest and most impor- 


tant duties, was the organization of the 
Government itself, the choice of his 
confidential advisers, and the various 
appointments to office. 
This duty, so 


important and delicate, when a whole 
Government was to be organized, and 
all its offices for the first time filled, xva$ 
yet not difficult to him ; for he had no 
sinister ends to accomplish, no clamor- 
ous partizans to gratify, no pledges to 
redeem, no objects to be regarded, but 
simply the mere honest choice of good 
men, for the public service. 


His own singleness of purpose, his 


disinterested patriotism, were evinced 
by the selection of his first Cabinet, arid 
by the manner in which he filled the 
Courts of Justice, and other places of 
high trust. He sought for men fit for 
offices ; not lor offices which might suit 
men. 
Above personal considerations, 


above local considerations, above party 
considerations, he felt that he could on- 
ly discharge the sacred trust which the 
country hud placed in his hands, by a 
diligent inquiry afier real merit, and a- 
conscientious preference of virtue and 
lalerit. 
The whole country was the 


field of his selection. 
He explored the 


whole field, looking for whatever it con- 
tained most worthy and distinguished* 
He was, indeed, most successful, and 
he deserved success, for the purity of 
his motives, the liberality of his senti- 
ments, and his enlarged and manly pol- 
icy. 


Washington's Administration estab- 


lished the national cn-dit, made provis- 
ion for the public debt, and for that pa- 
irioiic army whose interests and}wel- 
fare were always so clear to him; and 
by laws wisely 'framed, and of admira- 
ble effect, raised the commerce and na- 
vigation of the country, almost at once* 
from depression and ruin, lo a state of 
prosperity. 
Nor were his eyes open 


to these interests alone. 
He viewed 


with equal concern its agriculture and 
manufactures, and so far as they came 
within the regular exercise of ihe pow- 
ers of this Government, they experien- 
ced regard and favor. 


It should not be omitted, gentlemen, 


even in this slight reference to the gen- 
eral measures and genera! principles of 
the first President, that he saw and felt 
the full value and importance of the Ju- 
dicial D'-parimcni of the Government. 
An uprighl and able administration of 
the laws, he held to be indispensable to 
public happiness arid public liberty.— 
The temple of justice, in his judgment, 
was a sacred place, and he would pro- 
fane and pollute it who should assign a- 
ny to minister in it, not spotless in 
character, not incorruptible in iulegri- 
rity. not competent by talent and learn- 
ing, not fit objects of unhesitating trust. 


Among other admonilions, he has 


lefl us, in his lasl communication to his 
country, an exhortation against the ex- 
cesses of party spirit. 
A fire not to be 


quenched, he yet conjures us not to fan 
and feed ihe fiame. Undoubtedly gen- 
llemcn, ii is ihe greatest danger in our 
system,and ofouriime. 
Undoubtedly, 


if thai&ysieni should be overthrown, il 
will be the work of excessive parly 
spirit, acting on the Government, which 
is dangerous enough, or acting in Gov- 
ernment, which is a thousand times 
more dangerous—for Government then 
becomes wishing but organized party; 
and in the strange vicissitudes of hu- 
man aifjir.s, ii may come al lasl, per- 
haps, to exhibit the singular paradox 
of Government ilself being in opposi- 
tion lo its own powers, at war with the 
\ery elements of its own existence.— 
Such cases are hopelcs- 
As nv-'ii may 


In: prolecJcd against murder, but can- 
not be guarded againsl suicide, so Go- 
vernment may be shielded from the as- 
saults of external foes, but nothing can 
save it, when it chooses to lay violent 
hands on iiit-Jf. 


Finally, gentlemen, there was in the 


breast of Washington one sentiment so 
deeply fell, so constantly uppermost, 
thai no proper occasion escaped with- 
out ils Hiu-Jance. 
From Jhc JeJltr 


which he signed in behjUf of ihe Con- 
\en'ior«, when ihe Con&iilution was sent

The House of Representatives has 


got fairly into the discussion of a bill, 
to the fate of which a considerable class 
of citizens are looking with a great deal 
of interest. 
We allude to the bill to 


enlarge the provisions of the Revolu- 
tionary Pension System, so as to include 
a number oft.be s u r v i v o r s of the Revo- 
lutionary struggle, whose cases are not 
now embraced by it. 
The leading pro 


visions of this bill are, first, That the 
surviving offirer^non-cornmissioned of. 
ficers, musicians, and privates, who 
served in the war of the revolution on 
the Continental establishment, in the 
Militia, State Troops, or as volunteers, 
and who continued therein at one or 
more terms ol servive, for a period of 
nine months or more, shall be entitled to 
receive, during their natural life, a pen- 
sion, according to the provisions of the 
act of March 18th, 1818. 
Secondly, 


that all persons as above described, who 
shall have served, as tHerein mentioned, 
for any term less than nine months, uri 
der one or more enlistments, and not 
less than six months, shall be entitled 
to receive a pension, according to the 
provisions of the act of 1818. in such 
proportion only as the term of his ser- 
vice bears to the term of nine months.— 
Thirdly, that each of the surviving offi- 
cers, non-commissioned officers, musi- 
cians, and privates of the army of the 
revolution, who shall have served in the 
Continental line, State troops. 'Volun- 
teers, or Militia, at one or more terms 
a period of two years or more, during 
the war of the revolution, shall be enti- 
tled to receive a pension equal to the 
amount of hi's full pay in the said line, 
according to his rank, but not to exceed, 
in any case, the pay of a captain in the 
said line. 
Fourthly, that the officers. 


non-commissioned officers, musicians, 
mariners or marines, who served in the 
Naval service of the United Stales du- 
ring the revolutionary war, shall be en- 
titled to the benefits of this act. in the 
same manner, and subject to all the pro- 
visions in relation to the officers, non- 
commissioned officers, musicians, and 
privates of the army. 


These are the provisions of the bill, 


as reported by the committee on the 
subject, and as now under debate. 
An 


intention has been intimated in more 
than one quarter of the House, before 
the bill is finally acted upon, to pro- 
pose amendments to it, which may 
change its shape. Among others, Mr. 
WrcKLirFE proposes to extend the pro- 
visions of the bill to the Militia, as well 
as Regulars, who were in active ser- 
vice from the Treaty of Peace in 17S:> 
to the Treaty of Greenville in 1794 —Ib.

812,000 per clay would be expended, 
and no chance for bidding was allowed, 
although Maj. Eaton, and subsequent- 
ly Gen. Jackson, were distinctly told 
that the profits 
on such a contract 


would be noi less than §8,000 per day. 
One person who was asking fur the con- 
tract 
was dissuaded by Maj. Eaton 


from pressing 
his claims—when, if 


that person, iMr. Premiss, had obtain 
ed the whole contract, he could have 
sold an interest in it for g-"0,000. 
The 


Telegraph concludes its account of this 
part ol'the mailer with Ihe subjoined 
remark : 


'•The correctness of the view which I 


entertained of this subject, and the im- 
mensity of the fraud involved in the 
proceeding, will appear from the fact, 
that we are informed thro' the A r k a n - 
sas paper, that tin: beef, the principal 
part of the ration, is now furnished at 
less than four cents per pound.
